As he- 
tore remarked, cork and pitli are the only 
acknowledge ahields yet applied to bat 
tips, aa the upper hat linlnga are teehnia- 
alty tanned, and theaa anbatanoea are too 
expanaiva as well aa too balky for general

Unpaid assessments and penalties there* 
on. will attach aa a lien on the real prop* 
vrty, so that the landlord ia reepcaaibfa for 
their payment. 

Any saloonlat who oommencee Iwalneaa 
on property not owned by himaalf, or 
without tbe written consent of the owner, 
is liable to be fined $25 to $100, or im- 
prisoned ten days, or both, each day's con- 
tinuance to l>e an additional oM'enso. 

Saloonista who return their business as 
dealers iu malt or vinous li piors, and who 
shall sell iutuxio&ting liquors, shall have 

j<) added to their iW^i aaaeaament, and 
if any of ibt^e inoreiUed assessmenta are 
not paid when duo the penalty ahall be 20 
per cent added. 

Tbe reveonea and fines flpom his law are 
to l>e distributed aa follows: One-fourth 
to the (loor ftand of the county { tbe ra> 
main ing three- fourths equally between tbe 
police and general funds ; and where cor- 
porations have no police lund. t!ie thrce- 
loiirths shall ho placed in tho general fund.

At a meeting of some four hundred ez- 
Confederate soldiers, who served in Gen, 
John H. Morgan's division of cavalry, 
held at Lexington. Ky., Nov. 13, 1882, it 
was rssolved that an eflort abould be 
niade to assemble all the snrvtVing mem- 
bers of that command. Lexington was 
desi>{nated an the pl.ice, and .Inly 24, 25 
atxl 2t) as the time of this re-union, bv 
tb»* committee empowered to make such 
selection. At the same meeting an or- 
ganization will be adop ed. Officers 
were elected, and a committee chatged 
with the completion of all necessary ar- 
ranireiuftuts was appointed. 

One of7he duties devolved upon this 
committee waa the pnblioation of an ad- 
dress to the the surA'ivors of the ten reg- 
iments which Gen. Morfran commanded, 
notii'yiiii/ tliem of the time and place of 
the ie-unioii, and ur>;in.i their attend- 
ancf». An 1 iiv ilat ioi) wai-i ai^o extended. I 
and|is heieby repeated toall whofaitlifu ly 
.-erved tiie Confederacy in any capacity, [ 
and to our fellow citizens jtenerally. 

We feel that we Mee<l do no more in 
execution of the instructions given us to 
urge oar comrades to be present u|K)n 
an occasion of such Intereit to tham all, 
than simply bring it to their attention. 
We feel sure th:tt no ore of them, who 
can possibly come, will fail to respond to 
such a cull. The names of 
men Were borne npoii the regimental' 
muster rolls of MorgMii'sdiv sion. What 
number of these yet live we have no 
means of estim.tiin/. We have reason 
to think that about one thousand lost 
their lives in the service or died in I 
prison. But of those who passed un- 
harmed through the ordeals of battle, 
sicknesfi and captivity, a large p oportion I 
must still survive. While these veter i 
ans are widely scatteied and live in 
every Sontliern i^tate, tlic greatest miin-j 
l)er of them reside in Kentucky. It has; 
been thought fitting, therefore that they 
should reassemble in Kentucky; that 
t le Ml r,'an men of Kentucky should 
send greeting and proH'er hospitality to 
their comrades elsewhere. And we >>e- 
lieve tbat Lexington, the home of Mor- 
gan, tlie place where tlie nucleus of his 
oommanii was raised, and where hi« 
bo«iy lie.s buried ainid the remains of 
kinsmen and comrades who also gave 
their live> to the .*»oiitli, is tlie jihice 
w here tliose w ho followed him will pre- 
fer to meet. 

Manv ye:trs Invee'apsed s'ncein camp 
an<l field we were nearer each otherthan 
brethren. Nearly half the life of a gen- 
eration has passed since serving a cause 
which inspired a devotion admitting no 
rival sentiment, we shared the liivounc 
and rode to;:cther to battle.
